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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does anticipate nor render obvious the combination set forth in the 
independent claims, and specifically does not show a series of holes formed upon a 
vapor barrier and a mechanism that raises and lowers a swiveling spiral means. 
Renaud (U.S. 6,948,330 B2), the closest prior art, teaches most of the structural 
limitations, but is silent regarding a series of holes formed upon the vapor barrier and a 
mechanism that raises and lowers a swiveling spiral means. One of ordinary skill in the 
art would not have rendered these elements obvious without impermissible hindsight. 
Thus, the claims are patentable over the prior art.
